McCrea, that General Windham preferred “tho 
‘position of the previous evening. being taken w 
ou the Bridge, and the Bithoor road defended. 
Tonsequently retired, leaving a Company of Her 
Majesty's 34th Regiment, to oceupy the front line 
of broken down Native Infantry huts, aud another 
Company in their support in a brick building 
‘about 100 yards to their rear. 1 then detached a 
Company of Her Majesty's 84th to the sono 
side of the road across the plain in a line with the 
above support, to occupy a vacant house, to man 
the garden wails, and the upstair verandah. ‘These 
Companies formed w strong position, and quite 
commanded the whole road towards the Bridge, 
T halted at the Bridge with the remainder of the 
‘Sth and four Guns, and barricaded the road, and 
placed two Guns on the Bridge. J then sent two 
Companies of the 34th under Lieutenant-Colonel 
Simpson, to occupy the position he held the pre- 
vious evening, to prevent the egress of the Enemy 
from the Town towards the entrenchment, as also 
to defend the road from Allahabad. This picquet 
I subsequently strengthened with two of my Guns 
which could not be worked on the Bridge. 

A brisk fire was kept up by the Enemy from 
their position amongst the Native Lines on the 
advanced skirmishers and picquet, and upon the 
Bridge, by their Guns (18-Pounders) throughout 
the whale day. About mid-day Captain McCrea 
conveyed instructions to me to proceed to the frout 
to attack the Enemy’s Infantry and Guns, that he 
was to convey the same instructions to Her Ma- 
jesty’s 64th Regiment, and both parties to advance 
‘aut the samme time. 

Captain McCrea took with him to strengthen 
the G4th, 40 men of a Company of Her Majesty's 
82nd, which I had placed as a picquet at the old 
Coumissariat compound, for the protection of the 
road leading from that direction to the entrench: 
ment. 1 advanced with my two Guns and a Cot 
pany of the 34th, from the Bridge, taking, as 1 
advaneed, the Company stationed to my right in 
the upstair house, and’ the Company occupying 
the broken huts’ (with its support) ‘on my. left. 
‘On advancing and clearing the front line of huts, 
Twas desirons, and endeavoured to push the whole 
of my party ecross the plain in front to charge the 
Enemy's Gubs, but as their Infantry still occupied 
the broken ground of other huts, and my Force 
without support, it could not be done. The Ene- 
my’'s-Guns were driven far.to the rear by the fire 
of my two Guns, after which my skirmishers, sup- 

ud right piequet, took up their original 
positions, and I returned with the Guns to the 
ridge, Shortly after this, the Enemy's Infantry 
were seen to be skirting along the edge of the 
‘Town, with the evident intention of turning our 
flank, and of pouring « fire upon us from the 
houses ou our left. Both piequet and skirmishers 
applied for re-inforcements which I could not 
wiford, but desired them t» hold their positions 
as long as possible, and. then fall back to the head 

the Bridge, which they did about 5 o’Clock. 

‘The Enemy were now increasing in lange num- 
bers on our left, oecupying houses,” garden walls, 
and the Church, A Company was sent through 
the gardens to dislodge the Bnemy, and drive them 
from the Church, but the Enemy were strong enough 
to maintain, or rather to return to their position.

The Force had moved about four miles into the 
forest when the Advance Guard discovered the 
Enemy. The thick jungle rendered it difficult to 
make out his position, and impossible to tell his 
strength, 

Major Muter, (Deputy Assistant Adjutant Ge- 
neral), in Command of the Advance Guard, judi- 
ciously seized on an adjoining height, on which 
he pestod a Company of the Rifles, and bringing 
up the Cavalry and Guns of the Guard, commenced 
the action. 5. 

T ordered Captain Cureton’s Horse, and Captain 
Austin’s Guns, to the front at the gallop, and form- 
ing the Infantry into line with their proper sup- 
ports, and the flanks covered by skirmishers, ad- 
vanced on the Enemy, making out his position by 
the fire of his Artillery 

The Rebels, defeated in their intention of effect- 
ing a surprize, and disconcerted by the destructive 
fire of the Artillery and Rifles, and the charge of 
a Troop of the Mooltance Regiment of Cavalry 
led by Lieutenant Gostling, 5th Cavalry. on his 
left flank, drew back his Guns and retired before 
the imposing foree advancing upon him. 

I seized the opportunity, aud at once pushed 
on the Cavalry and Artillery. No time was given 
the Enemy to take up another position, He was 
charged by “Captain Cureton, wherever he ar- 
tempted to stand, and the Guns, unlimbering as 
they eame up, opened with shrapnel. Tho Enemy. 
thus pushed over positions of great natueal 
strength, and unable to show front even on the 
bank of a stream where be had erected stockules, 
and behind which his Camp was pitched, fell more 
and more into confusion, His retreat became a 
flight ; Gun after Gun was abandoned, and in utter 
ront the Rebels fled through the forest, leaving the 
ground coveréd With their arms, and throwing off 
even their clothes te facilitate their escape. Pally 
two hundred of their dead wore left in the Terai, 
xnd four pieces of their Artillery were taken on 
the road, with all their ammunidon and carup

Havin observed that the Commissioners 
of Divisions have been called upon to furnish the 
names of such natives of the country as have ren- 
dered valuable services to the Government or its 
Officers, during the late disturbances, with parti~ 
culars of their services, that, they may be suitably 
rewarded, I have the honor to request that you 
will. submit, the following statement, from me to 
the favorable consideration of the Right Hon'ble 
the Governor General, . 

‘When the Troops at Bareilly mutinied, T escaped 
through the assistance of a Naick of the 
fom the Batons a wandered shag aS bil 
lays, receiving much sympathy and kindness from 
the poor people, but not allowed to remain in the 
villages by the owners until on the morning of, 
the 5th June I was sheltered by a man named. 
Gungaram Misr, Bralimin, resident of Bujheyra 
in the Pergunnah of Khera Bujheyra and District 
of Shahjehanpore, who had formerly been a 
Sepahi, but. left the service about ten years ago. 
As usual, I bad-been denied permission to stay in 
the village by the head man; but Gungaram, 
though aware of this, und though employed as 
a servant by this head man, after consulting his 
elder brother, took me secretly to his home, 
amongst his own female relatives, and there pro- 
tected and sheltered me unknown to any one save 
the family (and one partionlar friend, Bikka Sing, 
whose assistance was necessary for that purpose,) 
for several weeks, until circumstances necessitated 
my quitting the house for a time. During this’ 
period, Gungaram, his brother Chundun Pershad, 
and their mother, and wives ‘and children did 
overy thing in their power to serve me, maided. 
by any one save Bikka'Sing; at a time when they 
could have seareely, if any, hope of reward, for the 
continuanes of the British power in India was 
doubted by all, and at great risk to themselves, 
not only from the Mussalmans, but any and every 
one who might wish to ingratiate himself with the 
powers that then were, Afterwards they continued 
to show the utmost devotion to me, until, at the 
end of five months, through their effectual assis- 
tance, 1 was enabled to escape to the right bank 
of the river and met, Mr, J. C. Wilson, G. 8, who. 
had nobly come down amidst the disturbed dis- 
tricts to reseue me, Nor was this all, for through’ 
their assistance I was enabled to communicate 
with Nyneo Tal, Cawnpore, Allygurh and Delhi,
